Fortunately, however, with the achievement of 
the great undertakings of tho MEIJI Restoration, 
the Imperial Rescript ca Military conscription 
was issued in Noverber 1272, (the 5th year of 
MEIJI) whereby the basic ux'aciple of vnivereal 
military conscription was revised as of yoro, 


This was indeed the greatest reform of the past 
thousand years. 


In short, we returred to tho normal path of 
the time of our countzy's establishment. The 
privileged and professional troops wore abol- 
ished, the four sccial classes made equal, 
soldiers and farmers comtined, and at the 
same time the rosponsibiiity for national 
defense was put upon the whcle of the people, 
and the troops were placed under the personal 
command of the Emperor as was “he case in 
ancient timer. 


Thus our Army and Navy, reflecting upon the 
basis of the foundation of our country and 
striving at the samo tins to train their 
soldier spirit by upholiinc the will of 
Heaven, have remembered the glorious military 
merits and distinguished services of the past 
60 years, and havo endeavored to fulfill 
their heavy responsibility as a moral ox- 
istonce in order to achieve the mission of 
the Imperial forcos, 


Reflecting upon the pact and also considering 
the prosont genorai stato or national detonse, 
I wish to dwoll here a little won the sub- 
ject of national general modilization. 


In both the Sino-Japanese War an the Russo- 
Japanese War, Japan, it is noedloss to say, 
fought by staking vhe country's exintence, 
but the principal bedy which displayed the 
strength of naticaal iefense was the military 
forces, The peopie as a whole were noither 
organized nor displeved. in the direct 
prosecution of the holy war, euch activities 
es thoy do today under natisnael general 
nobilization,. (on the sezeon: Marshal 
OYAMA ontoriry the city of Mukien. A 
picture of Adwiral TOGO on thi be’. tleship 
MIXASA, and of Admiral TOGO encouraging the 
Navy cadete, 


Judging from rocont cir<umstances. pronara- 
tions for nationwide genorel modilizaiton 
are necessary for concentrating the uvmost 
national defense power of tho ccuntry, 


It would require many hours +o describe in 
detail this nationwide zonoral mobilization, 
but, in short, it is the mobilization of 
all the powors of a nation, both taxible 
and intangible, 


There is no change in tho fact that the 
battlo in the main fought by troops, but 
we can easily imegine that the strongth 
or woaknoss of the spiriiual pow r of the 
people ultimately cetermines the issue of 
War, as may be seen from the inter ml cone 
ditions of Germany, Russia, ani other 
countries at the time of the Baropean War,
